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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

2. Claims 9-1 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Briscoe 
et al. (US Patent 858,258) in view of Fujio (JP 02154992). 

Briscoe et al. discloses a method for making a heat pipe assembly, the method 
comprising providing a heat pipe 14 having an envelope, the envelope having two 
elongated flat sides and two curved portions connecting the flat sides, the elongated 
sides having a length that is substantially greater than a radius of curvature of the 
curved portions (figs. 1 and 2), forming a fin from a plate by punching a hole through the 
plate, the hole sized and shaped to accommodate the envelope, the hole being defined 
by two elongated flat sides of the plate and two curved portions connecting the flat 
sides, the elongated flat sides being formed so as to have a length that is substantially 
greater than a radius of curvature of the curved portions (figs. 1 and 2), the plate being 
further formed so as to have two collar portions adjacent to the hole, the collar portions 
extending approxinfiately in a direction normal to the plate, wherein the two collar 
portions are separated from one another by a pair of slots each being centrally defined 
in a respective one of the two curved portions of the plate (figs. 3 and 4), and placing 
the fin on the envelope, see page 1, lines 93-106 and page 2, lines 1-5. Applicant 
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should note that one of ordinary skill in the art will know not to provide cut-outs on the 
flat sides of the collars of Briscoe et al. when the fins are joined to the heat pipe by other 
conventional joining methods such as brazing as attested by Fujio, see abstract. 

Applicant should also note that the different methods of forming the collar portion 
such as by stamping or drawing are conventional in the art.

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 9-1 5 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
